Sound familiar? 

The annual “lets get together” meeting of clubs took place once again recently, with the eight largest Italian community 
sponsored teams in Melbourne agreeing in principle to the combined NSL team concept. 

According to all reports this might actually happen this time, with the Melbourne Zebras supporting the move that would 
see their pitifully small supporter base expanded.

If successful, the joint venture would form a new identity team that would take the place of the Melbourne Zebras during 
the summer season NSL. All the clubs would retain their identity and teams by fielding normal sides in Victoria's winter 
baped State eaves. 

Speaking of new identities, the immenent arrival of some new and some not so new faces on the NSL scene next year 
might mean survival for troubled Heidelberg. 

With the Canberra Cosmos and a Perth side apparently given the green light for admittance, there is a strong belief that 
Newcastle may also be readmitted to the fold. Add these three to the existing thirteen teams and hey presto, a ready made 
sixteen team league. 

The expanded league concept is favoured by Victorian power-broker Henry Siwka and ASF commissioner Tony 
Labozetta. 

The Berger's can only be replaced by a team from Melbourne or Sydney according to the league rules and as such would 
survive any threat of relegation provided they meet floodlighting and financial requirementsd.
